Claims 12-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33^) as being andcipated by Ruiz *534. Rmz cfiscloses a vascular implant including all 
the limitations as claimed (figs. 1A-2B) 



Claims 1,2,4-11 lack novelty under PCTT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hektner '813. Hektoer discloses an 
intra-vascular balloon including all the limitations as claimed, (figs. 7-9C). 



Claim 3 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2H3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
intravascular balloon including in combination with other limitations of the claim, a tether attached to a balloon.
